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Mystery remains over man’s body found by M54 

WE NEED ANSWERS 
- SURJIT'S FAMILY

THE former partner of a de¬ 
livery driver whose body was 
found by the M54 has said she 
will continue the fight to dis¬ 
cover what happened to him. 

Surjit Singh Takhar was reported 
missing from his Oldbury home in 
October 2008. 

The body of the man 
who had previously 
worked for Gurso Lin¬ 
ing in Great Wyrley was 
found dumped beside 
Junction 4 of the M54 at 
Shifnal in August 2015. 

Lavina Sohl, from Wil- 
lenhall, the ex-partner of 
the 37-year-old father of 
three, said: “I just need to 
know what has happened. 
Every minute of the day it’s like I’m living two 
lives. My head cannot get around how did he 
just go missing? 

“How was he put there? Everyone knew 
him, he just wouldn’t vanish. I still need an¬ 
swers. Please, please I’m still begging, if anyone 
knows anything, please come forward. Whoever 
has done it, just because we’ve had the inquest, 
it’s not over.” 

Ms Sohl said she does not know how her chil¬ 
dren, who live with her in Willenhall, can move 
forward. “They’re absolutely brilliant, bright 
children but even me as an older person I can’t 
get my head around it. We just protect each 
other, the four of us do.” 

Ms Sohl added that she thinks Mr Takhar’s 
death was an accident. 

She said: “I’ve always said, whoever has 
killed him, I’m not saying they’ve gone out 
there to murder him. I think it was an accident, 
they panicked and placed him there and he was 
never supposed to be found. Whoever has put 
him there, it’s as if he was put to bed.” 

Ms Sohl added: “The police have been abso¬ 
lutely brilliant, they’ve done all they can and 
they’ve followed every single line of inquiry.” 

Senior coroner for Shropshire, Telford and 
Wrekin Council, John Ellery, gave an open 
conclusion at a hearing on Monday. 

Mr Takhar’s funeral was held two weeks ago. 
Three people were arrested and interviewed in 
December last year. All those arrested have 
been released without charge.

A FAMILY support charity has cele¬ 
brated its 15th anniversary - weeks 
ahead of its closure after struggling 
to secure funding. Home-Start Wol¬ 
verhampton held a special celebration 
event and presentation for families, 
current and former volunteers, and 
staff on Saturday. 

But the charity is being forced to 
prepare for closure after struggling to 
secure £60,000 in funding - meaning 
the charity will no longer be able to 
lend a helping hand to hundreds of 
people in need across the Black Coun¬ 
try each year. 


Thousands of residents with 
children under five have turned to 
Home-Start since its launch in 2003. 
The service has helped families with 
problems arising at times of crisis and 
bereavement, as well as with issues 
including mental health problems, 
disabilities, budgeting and day-to-day 
running of the household. A five-year 
cash pot from the National Lottery 
ran out in April, with the team oper¬ 
ating on ‘reserves’ since. 

But unless any sponsors fund them, 
they will be forced to close on Septem¬ 
ber 28. Senior co-ordinator Michelle 


Hansell said: “Saturday was exactly 
15 years to the day since Home-Start 
Wolverhampton started so we cele¬ 
brated with an event which was at¬ 
tended by councillors, volunteers and 
families that we have supported over 
the years. 

“But we have not got anymore 
funding, so we will be closing - unless 
anyone comes forward with funding.” 

Last year, Home-Start Wolver¬ 
hampton supported 123 people, in¬ 
cluding 33 families and 75 children. 

There will be two job losses when 
their hub, in All Saints Road, closes. 


Thieves target cash 
point outside store

TWO men blew up a cash machine 
outside a Black Country shop in 
the early hours of the morning be¬ 
fore stealing hundreds of pounds of 
cash. 

The crooks targeted the CashZone stan¬ 
dalone cashpoint, located outside the Nisa 
store situated in Colley Gate, Cradley, us¬ 
ing a gas bottle to explode the machine 
open - before stealing the cash from in¬ 
side it. 

The pair then made their getaway from the 
scene in a white car - believed to be a Ford Fi¬ 
esta - heading off in the direction of Lye, near 
Stourbridge. 

The latest incident marks the second time 
the Nisa store has been targeted by criminals 
in a fortnight. 

West Midlands Police has now launched an 
investigation following the theft, which is be¬ 
lieved to have taken place at around 2.30am on 
Friday. 

Detonated 

The cash machine has since been boarded up 
while the investigation is ongoing. 

Staff at the store said they expect it to be re¬ 
placed within three to four weeks. 

Andrew Newton, who has been manager of 
the Nisa store for the last four years, said the 
crooks moved out of the way of the machine 
before they detonated the gas. 

The 41-year-old said: “It was about half past 
two in the morning. 

“It was a white Fiesta that pulled up outside, 
they got a gas bottle out, around about chest 
height, they got that out of the car. 

“They linked it to the cash machine and 
pumped it with gas and promptly blew it up. 

“It was not the first time they had done that. 

“It was obviously very dangerous. They 
moved out of the way before the gas was det¬ 
onated. 

“There was a bit of fire. I do not think they 
got away with much money really - I think it 
was in the hundreds and not the thousands.” 

He added: “It has caused us a bit of disrup¬ 
tion, but it was business as usual at half past 


six that morning. The community is interested in 
what is going on, as they would be. 

“I believe, according to the police, it was the first 
one in the area to be targeted. 

“We will not let it get to us in any way, shape or 
form - we are just carrying on.” 

It comes as the shop had a charity box stolen in 
the previous week, with around £100 stolen. 


Since then, the community has rallied around and 
raised £400 for the shop’s charity box. 

Anyone with information or who witnessed the 
incident on Friday, is asked to call West Midlands 
Police on 101, quoting log number 210 of August 31.

The 19-year- 
old Saddlers fan, who was a promising 
referee, was awarded a string of posthu¬ 
mous honours. Only his brother Owen 
returned home from what was supposed 
to be a special family holiday. 

Run for Joel takes place from 8.30am 
to 1.30pm and the day’s events involve a 
5km competitive race and a 3km fun run 
for all ages and abilities. This year or¬ 
ganisers have added the option for peo¬ 
ple to join the fun at a colour blast party. 

Mother of Joel, Suzy Evans was ear¬ 
lier delighted, last month, to have passed 
the £150,000 mark in the Smile For Joel 
fundraising campaign, which works with 
the charity Victim Support to help those 
affected by murder and terrorism.

Villa’s supporter liaison police officer 
Pc Stewart Bladen, of West Midlands 
Police, tweeted after the match: “Safe 
journey home to the 2,141 Villa fans 
who made the journey North to Shef¬ 
field. There were four away arrests and 
a couple of ejections.” 

Boos and jeers echoed around the 
away end as Villa’s winless sequence 
extended to five league and cup games.

Shoplifter 
jailed after 
targeting 
same shop 

A ‘PROLIFIC’ shoplifter was behind 
bars again after being caught stealing 
groceries from a West Bromwich con¬ 
venience store. 

A customer spotted Daniel O’Sulli¬ 
van taking £186 worth of goods from 
the shelves and putting them into 
his bag at the Tesco Express shop in 
Walsall Road, Stone Cross, on June 8, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

A female member of staff was in¬ 
formed of what was happening and 
recognised the 36-year-old thief who 
had stolen from the business before. 

She ordered him to give the grocer¬ 
ies back but he shoulder barged past 
her and stumbled onto the forecourt 
of the garage, which is attached to the 
store, said Mr Jonathan Barker, pros¬ 
ecuting, who added: “He is a prolific 
shoplifter.” 

The defendant dropped the bag 
while trying to regain his balance. 

It was picked up by the shop assis¬ 
tant who had it wrenched from her 
hands by O’Sullivan who was arrested 
soon afterwards. The woman said in 
a victim impact statement that thefts 
like this were scaring customers 
which hit business and put store jobs 
at risk. 

O’Sullivan of no fixed address, who 
had 21 previous convictions for 62 of¬ 
fences, 27 of which were for theft and 
kindred offences, pleaded guilty to 
theft and assault. He was sentenced 
to 22 weeks behind bars. 


Police concerned 
for missing Sadia 

POLICE say they are becoming in¬ 
creasingly concerned for a teenage 
girl who has been missing for nearly 
two weeks. Sadia Iqbal, from Smeth¬ 
wick, vanished on August 22 and 
has not been seen 
since. 

Police say the 
15-year-old has 
gone missing be¬ 
fore but was found 
in Birmingham. 
They say the 
amount of time 
Sadia has been 
missing is leading 
to growing con¬ 
cerns. Her image along with an ap¬ 
peal for information was posted on 
the Sandwell Police Facebook page in 
the hope someone who knows where 
she is will contact police or her family. 

The force said: “Have you seen 
15-year-old Sadia Iqbal from Smeth¬ 
wick? She has been missing before 
and was found in #Birmingham. 
Sadia has not been seen since August 
22, so we are very concerned for her 
welfare. Call Wednesfield Locate on

ADRENALINE TV expert, Scott Hef¬ 
field, has become the first person to 
tackle the high ropes course at Bir¬ 
mingham NEC’s latest attraction, 
The Bear Grylls Adventure.

40 firefighters tackle 
blaze as unit is gutted 


TWO people were treated for burns 
after a blaze ripped through a facto¬ 
ry unit in the Black Country. 

Smoke from the car breakers unit in 
Harvills Industrial Estate in Howard 
Street, off Hill Top, in West Bromwich, 
could be seen more than three miles away. 

One victim was discharged on the scene after 
being treated for minor burns and smoke inha¬ 
lation, while a second was taken to Sandwell 
Hospital with burns. 

Firefighters, who were called to the scene 
at around 7.50am on Monday, extinguished 
the blaze within an hour and stopped it from 
spreading to a timber merchants next door. 

Eight crews attended the scene, with around 
40 firefighters attending. An investigation by 
West Midlands Fire Service revealed that the 
blaze had started accidentally. 

Charred car parts, cars, forklifts and wooden 
crates were all that remained inside the unit 
which is still standing but in an unstable con¬ 
dition. Stuart Boyes, aged 36, lives nearby and 
saw the drama unfold. 

Mobilised 

He said: “I went to the shop and saw a lot of 
black smoke. It looked really bad. I came here 
and all I heard was big bangs, it sounded like 
there were bombs going off.” 

Bilston Station Commander Andy Rainey 
said: “Initially we had two crews mobilised 
but due to the velocity and the size of the unit, 
more crews were sent. 

“Quick actions of the firefighters stopped the 
fire from spreading to nearby units including a 
timber merchant next door which could have 
been much worse.” 

A West Midlands Ambulance Services 
spokeswoman said: “We were called at 8.15am 
by fire services and one ambulance attended. 
They assessed one patient for minor burns and 
smoke inhalation but they did not require hos¬ 
pital treatment and was cleared from the scene. 

“We were called back at 10.30am and sent 
one ambulance with a paramedic officer. 

“They treated a patient who suffered with 
burns and they were taken to Sandwell Hos¬ 
pital.”

HM0 landlords reminded of law change 


LANDLORDS are being remind¬ 
ed that the law affecting houses 
of multiple of occupation changes 
from next month. 

Previously, landlords only had to 
licence HMOs with five people or 
more in separate households, shar¬ 
ing amenities and if the house was 
three or more storeys. 

As of October 1, HMOs with five 
or more people must be licenced 


regardless of the number of floors 
in the property. This could include 
apartments, flats above shops, two 
storey houses and bungalows. 

Failure to comply with this legal 
obligation could result in a fine 
of up to £30,000. There is also a 
new legal minimum requirement 
for HMOs to have a floor area no- 
smaller than 6.51 square metres. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet mem¬ 


ber for housing Councillor Kerrie 
Carmichael said: “There are now 
many more HMOs in Sandwell. 
It is essential that they all meet 
a decent, safe standard and have 
the full fire precautions that are 
required by law.”

Thug locked up 
for couple raid 

A TEENAGER has been locked up 
for three-and-a-half years for robbing 
a couple in a city centre earlier this 
year.

Seven crews 
with around 40 firefighters tackled 
the blaze in Harvills Industrial Estate 
in Howard Street which started just 
before 7.50am yesterday. 

An investigation revealed that the 
fire started accidentally and it left the 
unit, with car parts, cars and forklifts, 
in an unstable condition. 

Hospital trust in 
Living wage bid 

A MINIMUM hourly wage of £8.75 
has been set at Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust 
as it is accredited as a Living Wage 
Employer. It will see everyone work¬ 
ing across the Trust receive a mini¬ 
mum hourly wage of £8.75 - a higher 
amount than the Government min¬ 
imum for over 25s, which currently 
stands at £7.83 per hour. 

Trust chief executive Toby Lewis 
said: “I think we’re one of the first 
NHS organisations in the country, 
and certainly in the West Midlands to 
achieve that.”

Commissioner 
role move stalls 

PLANS to combine the role of Police 
and Crime Commissioner with the 
mayoralty in the West Midlands by 
2020 have been dealt a blow. Council¬ 
lors in Coventry have not been able to 
reach an agreement to back the plans, 
put forward by the Government. 

It does not necessarily mean the 
end for the proposals, but all seven 
areas that make up the West Midlands 
Combined Authority, including Wol¬ 
verhampton and the other three Black 
Country boroughs, must agree if the 
plan is to be passed.

Don't lose 
your right 
to vote, call 
by council 

SANDWELL residents are being re¬ 
minded not to lose their right to vote 
- by completing their annual canvass 
form and returning it to the council. 

Letters were sent every household 
in Sandwell in early August to check 
who lives there and who is eligible to 
vote. Anyone who hasn’t responded 
needs to do so as soon as possible. 

Reminders will soon go out to peo¬ 
ple who have yet to respond to the 
form. By responding, either to con¬ 
firm the details are correct or to make 
changes, residents can ensure they 
can vote in future elections. It also 
means the council can remove people 
who have moved away from the elec¬ 
toral register. Being on the electoral 
register also has other advantages - if 
you’re not registered to vote it can af¬ 
fect your credit rating. 

Sandwell Council’s Chief Executive 
and Electoral Registration Officer, 
Jan Britton, said: “We’ve already had 
responses from more than half of all 
households in Sandwell, so for those 
who haven’t responded yet, it’s impor¬ 
tant you do that as soon as possible.” 

People who have moved address 
recently are particularly encouraged 
to keep an eye out for the form and 
check the details. 

Research by the independent Elec¬ 
toral Commission indicates that re¬ 
cent home movers are far less likely 
to be registered than those that have 
lived at the same address for a long 
time. For people who are not already 
registered to vote, they can register in 
five minutes online by going to www. 
gov.uk/register-to-vote

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Launderer 
told to pay 
back £480k 
or face jail 

A CONVICTED money launder¬ 
er whose family claimed his 123 
prize-winning lottery tickets paid for 
his house, has been ordered to repay 
the cash in three months or go to pris¬ 
on for four and-a-half years. 

Kashaf Ali Khan, aged 44, from 
Birmingham, been told he must pay 
£480,000 under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act. The action follows his conviction 
last year when he was jailed for 22 
months for two counts of money laun¬ 
dering following a National Crime 
Agency (NCA) investigation. 

At his trial, his father, Malik Abdul¬ 
lah Farooq, said his son bought the 
house with money he gave him from 
the 123 prize-winning tickets from 
the Pakistan lottery. 

But he was rumbled when an 
NCA-employed an expert statistician 
who said Khan’s father’s ‘good luck’ 
was as likely as winning the UK Na¬ 
tional Lottery jackpot 40 weeks run¬ 
ning. 

Khan admitted he used laundered 
money to pay for his £412,000 house 
as well as using criminal cash to pay 
an earlier money laundering convic¬ 
tion. 

The hearing at Birmingham Crown 
Court was told how Khan benefited 
from £673,857.89 of criminal cash. 
This was the value of his Prospect 
Lane home and criminal money he 
used to repay a previous confiscation 
order back in 2010. 


Murder victim 
had child on way 


A MAN from the Black Country 
who was killed in Southampton has 
been named as Courtney Jones. The 
26-year-old, who was due to become a 



father for the first 
time, has been de¬ 
scribed as ‘the most 
loving and loyal 
person you could 
meet’ by his devas¬ 
tated family. 

He lived in Shef¬ 
field at the time of 
his death, but was 
_ ^ , originally from the 

Courtney Jones Wolverhampton 
area, police said. Mr Jones died after 
being attacked at a house in Totton 
at about 7.45pm on Saturday. Po¬ 
lice have charged 19-year-old Char¬ 
lie George Thomas Cooper of Ashby 
Road, Totton, with murder. 

A 26-year-old man, who was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of murder and 
suffered a medical episode soon after, 
remains in hospital. A 42-year-old 
man and 15-year-old boy arrested on 
suspicion of assisting an offender have 
since been released but remain under 
investigation.

Cemetery plan for land 
favoured by dog walkers 


A HUGE new cemetery will be built 
opposite Rowley Regis Cremato¬ 
rium to provide much-needed new 
burial space, under plans set to go 
before councillors. 

Planning officials are due to visit a vast 
site backing onto homes on Powke Lane, 
where council bosses want the new ceme¬ 
tery to be created. 

The land, next to Powke Lane Industrial Es¬ 
tate, has been identified to provide burial space 
and is just a short distance from the cremato¬ 
rium, which recently underwent a £1.3 million 
revamp. A new car park would also be created 
to serve the new cemetery. 

Sandwell Council chiefs have been desper¬ 
ately searching for land to create burial space. 

Planning committee members are due to visit 
the site next week and a decision on whether to 
give it the go-ahead is expected in early Octo¬ 
ber. However, the land, which is currently open 
green space, is popular with dog-walkers. 

Documents submitted with the application 
said: “The current application is to change the 
use of part of Powke Lane open space to a cem¬ 
etery and will include site remediation works, 
widening of the existing access of Powke Lane, 
erection of an office building with toilets and 
an operation yard, creation of a car park and 
associated works.” 

Rowley Regis councillor Susan Eaves said 
she supported the cemetery plan. 

She said: “We need a new cemetery. We will 
run out of space in a few years. 

“I know there are a lot of people who are up 
in arms about it because they walk down there 
but we need to have it somewhere.” 

Rowley Regis Crematorium, which is one of 
the main cemeteries serving the Sandwell and 
Dudley area, was modernised as part of a major 
facelift back in 2016. Works included upgrad¬ 
ing the chapel and the creation of a new recep¬ 
tion area and car park. 

The crematorium made national headlines 
last year when it became the first in the UK 
to launch no-flame cremations through a 
£300,000 eco-friendly machine, which used 
chemicals rather than fire.

WHATEVER possessed the Scottish politician 
Alex Salmond, on the campaign trail in 1999, 
to share his Solero ice-cream with a 17-year- 
old student? It looked awkward back then and 
today, with the SNP legend accused of sexual 
harassment, it hardly helps. There is a lesson 
here for politicians everywhere. You are ap¬ 
proached by a young and attractive supporter. 
Do you a) nod politely, b) shake hands, or c) let 
them lick your Solero? It’s really not that diffi¬ 
cult, is it? 

THE abiding image from this year’s Reading 
Festival inspired the Daily Star to adopt an oddly 
mediaeval sort of language that goes with rude 
bits and embarrassment. As the newspaper put 
it: “Pics include a lass holding aloft a blow-up 
penis. A lass? Aloft? Yea, verily, dilly-dilly and 
juggle my firkins. The inflatable-penis stunt 


must have seemed a great idea at the time. 
But then the image goes viral and I’m guess¬ 
ing the girl’s family are mortified. It gets worse. 
These days, thanks to social media, an image 
is forever. Years from now, in her smartest City 
outfit, this lass is being interviewed for a dream 
job. The boss looks up from his computer with 
a thin smile and asks: “Miss Scroggins, would 
you describe yourself as impetuous .. ?” And in 
that awful moment she knows precisely which 
image he’s got on his screen. She is forever the 
Reading Todger Lass. 

DAVID Duke, former Grand Wizard of the Ku 
Klux Klan, has been in the news lately. First, he 
is a character in the new Spike Lee film, BlacK- 
kK I a n s m a n. Next, he joined that other far 
right character Nick Griffin last week in praising 
Jeremy Corbyn’s alleged - and strongly denied 
- comments on Zionists. In all my years in this 
job, involving thousands of interviewees from 
princes right through to paupers, I met only two 
men whom I knew were close to evil but who 
came across as polite, engaging and disturb¬ 
ingly charming. One was Gerry Adams. The oth¬ 
er was David Duke. 

IF you ask people how they feel about food 
prices rising by £7 a month because of the long, 
hot summer, they’ll say it’s a diabolical liberty 
and a national disgrace. Ask those same people 
if they’d cheerfully pay £7 a month for a glori¬ 
ous long, dry summer that begins in May and 
lasts until September and they’ll whip out their 
cheque books in no time.

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Substance 
use is no 
laughing 
matter... 

MANY people will have noticed the pleth¬ 
ora of innocuous looking small silver can¬ 
isters littering parks, wasteground and 
streets. 

Some people may know they are ni¬ 
trous oxide gas canisters - also known as 
laughing gas or hippy crack. 

But how many people realise how 
widespread the use of the canisters 
and ‘balloons’ is becoming, predictably 
among young people, or how deadly they 
can be? 

Laughing gas seems fun, a harmless 
puff of light entertainment. But what 
these canisters actually do is replace ox¬ 
ygen in the lungs with nitrous oxide. How 
can that be harmless? 

The effects of laughing gas include a 
brief feeling of euphoria but also dizzi¬ 
ness, impaired judgment and even hal¬ 
lucinations. However the potential long¬ 
term damage due to the oxygen in the 
lungs being replaced with nitrous oxide 
can be a heart attack, severe brain dam¬ 
age or even death. 

The Daily Mail recently carried the trag¬ 
ic story of a 24-year-old mother who had 
been left paralysed by inhaling laughing 
gas at weekends. It caused Lichtheim’s 
disease, a degeneration of the spinal 
cord, and Olivia Golding can no longer 
walk or play with her three-year-old boy. 
The pictures were heart-breaking. Yet 
these canisters are freely available on line 
for just a few pence - pocket money in 
fact. Which is part of the problem. 

Young people and even children are 
buying them. Perhaps they assume they 
are legal and, as they are becoming so 
widely used, harmless. 

In fact nitrous oxide is covered under 
the The Psychoactive Substances Act 
of 2016 which previously tackled illegal 
highs. It is illegal to be used for human 
consumption but does have legitimate 
uses, including medicinal use such as in 
childbirth and in catering to whip cream 
and make frothy coffee. 

Let’s face it, the ‘yoooth’ of the day will 
always want to be a little rebellious, to be 
cool, to experiment and will also cave in 
to peer pressure. We’ve all been there. 

Sadly the dangers of ‘laughing gas’ 
are not well known. How many mothers 
have sat their children down and warned 
about inhaling laughing gas? Well now is 
the time. 

The worrying amount of canisters be¬ 
ing dumped shows how widespread this 
trend is becoming and I fear it will take 
more tragic deaths to realistically raise 
the profile of this deadly gas and its dan¬ 
gers. Don’t let your child, sister or friend 
be one of those unfortunate victims sac¬ 
rificed before the message gets through.

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8 Sex workers 
raid massage 
parlour set 
to be bedsits 

A FORMER massage parlour which 
was raided for employing sex workers 
could be turned into bedsits as plan¬ 
ning bosses look set to approve the 
scheme. 

Sandwell Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee are being recommended to 
approve a plan to convert the former 
Bunnys, in Hagley Road, into nine 
bedsits, although there have been ob¬ 
jections from police. 

The proposed plans for the former 
club, which was previously known as 
Cuddles, would see it converted into a 
nine-bedroom multi-occupancy prop¬ 
erty. 

Cuddles was raided back in 2005 
by around 50 police officers, who res¬ 
cued 19 foreign women hailing from 
10 different countries employed as sex 
workers. 

Relocated 

Carl Pritchett, formerly of Hol- 
beache Road in Dudley, was eventu¬ 
ally jailed for running the business in 
2006. 

Bunnys started operating from the 
site in 2009, but relocated next door 
after it was seized by enforcement re¬ 
ceivers under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act. 

He was later sentenced to a further 
seven years for failing to comply with 
the act. 

Bunnys eventually closed down in 
2012 after it was shut by the council. 

In recommending their approval 
for the scheme, planning officers 
have said: “The proposal would bring 
an unsightly building back into a 
legitimate use to the benefit of the 
appearance of the gateway site with 
no significant harm occurring to the 
amenities of neighbouring proper¬ 
ties.” 


Uninsured driver in six-mile 
police chase avoids jail term 


Tai’s eventful brush with the Baggies 


ALBION fans had the chance to view 
paintings created by an acclaimed 
artist as he followed the club during 
their rollercoaster season. 

Tai-Shan Schierenberg joined the 
Baggies for their ultimately doomed 
2017/18 season, creating a number of 
impressive portraits along the way. 

He went into the project, which was 
filmed for a Channel 4 documentary, 
as a football novice but ended up de¬ 
veloping an affection for the club as 
they battled against relegation. 

Tai, who can include The Queen 
among people who have sat for him, 
created several impressive pieces, in¬ 
cluding former Baggies manager Tony 
Pulis and current boss Darren Moore. 

A two-day exhibition took place at 
The Hawthorns last week, with a total 
of nine paintings on display. 

The programme, called Artist in 
Residency, was made as a result of 
a collaboration between Albion and 
Storyvault, an independent film pro¬ 
duction company, which was agreed in 
the summer of 2017. 

During a game with high-flying Tot¬ 
tenham at The Hawthorns, with the 
Baggies in desperate need of a goal 
that would keep alive survival hopes, 
he was shown pacing up and down in 
the stadium. He then dropped to his 
knees and screamed in delight as Jake 
Livermore snatched the winning goal 
in injury time. 

Tai won joint first prize in the Na¬ 
tional Portrait Gallery’s John Player 
Portrait Award in 1989.

A UNINSURED dangerous driver without a licence who led 
police officers on a six-mile chase in the early hours around 
Oldbury has escaped jail. 

Steven Hodgetts, aged 26, drove through the streets of Oldbury, in¬ 
cluding the Birchley Island, for 10 minutes reaching 70mph in places 
as police pursued him on blue lights in March of this year. The court 
was shown 10 minutes of video footage, captured from inside the po¬ 


lice car from around 1.20am. 

It showed the pursuit where 
Hodgetts jumped at least one red light, 
reached speeds of 50mph in a 30mph 
residential street and going over speed 
bumps at 40mph. The chase ended on 
March 12 when Hodgetts, of Coun¬ 
terfield Drive, Rowley Regis, stopped 
the car in a cul-de-sac, before running 
from the vehicle. He was later found 
and arrested. 

Hodgetts had pleaded guilty to dan¬ 
gerous driving, driving without insur¬ 
ance and driving without a licence at a 
earlier hearing. 

Prosecuting, Geoffrey Dann, said: 
“He had a provisional licence and was 
not displaying ‘L’ plates. The police of¬ 
ficer was on duty when he saw a blue 
Peugeot in Church Bridge, Oldbury. It 
was registered off-road and registered 
to a female keeper - but the driver was 
a male so it raised suspicion. They fol¬ 
lowed the car and indicated for it to 
stop - it did not stop. 

“Initially he was not driving at 
excessive speed, but in due course it 
exceeded to 55mph and 70mph. The 
chase led to a cul-de-sac road which 
came to a dead end, and the driver ran 
off. He is 26-years-old, he has previous 
convictions - the most recent in 2009 
for a burglary for which he received a 
supervision order.” 

Hodgetts, who represented himself 
in court, said his actions were “ridic-

ulous”. He said: “It is the first time I 
have ever done anything like that - 
and it will be the last time. It is the 
first car I have bought and driven. I 
have no other words, I should not have 
done it - it is bang out of order. 

“I panicked. I was shaking and I did 
not know what to do or where to go. I 
did not take out insurance and I didn’t 
have a licence, I never passed my test. 
I am sorry for everything.” 

The judge was told Hodgetts had 
recently reconciled with his partner 
of nine years and mother of his two 
young children, and is also helping to 
care for his father who has terminal 
cancer, on a daily basis. 

Recorder Stuart Sprawson sen¬ 
tenced him to 10 months in prison, 
suspended for two years. He was also 
disqualified for driving for two years 
and ordered to undertake 10 days of 
rehabilitation requirement thinking 
skills and 100 hours unpaid work. 
Hodgetts also has to pay a £140 statu¬ 
tory charge and costs of £100. 

In sentencing him, he said: “When 
police came across you you chose to ig¬ 
nore the efforts they made for you to 
stop. You chose to ignore them for up 
to six miles. When you ended up in the 
cul-de-sac rather than staying, you ran 
off in an effort to escape.”

Charity to launch first 
suicide text helpline

A MENTAL health charity is 
appealing to businesses to 
help raise £40,000 to set up 
a new text helpline aimed at 
reducing suicide rates. 

The Kaleidoscope Plus Group 
based in West Bromwich wants to 
launch its National Suicide Text 
Prevention Line Service. 

The charity, which is working to 
tackle the stigma surrounding mental 
health, believes a text service will save 
lives by giving people in need an easier 
way to seek help. 

Chief executive Monica Shafaq said: 
“From our research and from talking 
to the people who use our services, we 
know that talking is one of the hardest 
things to do. 

“People prefer to communicate by 
social media, text and email. Opening 
up and saying you need help is a diffi¬ 
cult thing to do. Taking away a voice 
and face removes that barrier.” 

Effective 

The charity also believes that a text 
service would be more effective for 
teenagers and young people as well 
as men under the age of 45. Current 
statistics show that more men under 
the age of 45 die as a result of suicide 
than road traffic accidents, HIV and 
assaults combined. 

Suicide is a growing problem which 
can happen to men, women and chil¬ 
dren of all ages, backgrounds and reli¬ 
gions, all races. 

Every day 15 people die in the UK 
due to suicide and each death is said 
to affect 150 people left behind. “The 
text service will save lives. Even if it 
just helps one person and saves a life 
- you can’t put a price on that,” said 
Mrs Shafaq. 

“Suicide is something that people 


don’t talk about. It’s still taboo. We 
want to try to eliminate that by rais¬ 
ing awareness and having services like 
this,” she added. The charity hopes 
to launch the service, which will cost 
£120,000, before Christmas as this is 
traditionally a time when more people 
are in need. 

“Christmas is a very happy time for 
lots of people but for it’s a really sad 
time for others. It’s a difficult time of 
year,” said Mrs Shafaq. 

There is no available funding for 
this type of service so the charity is 
looking to attract the support and 
investment of responsible businesses 


and organisations who can help. It 
also has a number of events planned to 
raise funds including its Annual Char¬ 
ity Gala Ball at Birmingham Library 
on November 15 with sponsorship 
packages available. 

The charity is also launching a su¬ 
icide bereavement support service 
ahead of World Suicide Prevention 
Day on September 10.

Church facing closure is 
eyed up by three groups 



St Martin and St Paul Church, situated in Owen Street, Tipton. 


THREE community groups 
in Tipton have expressed an 
interest in buying a church 
which faces closure. 

The Grade II-listed St Martin 
and St Paul Church will close un¬ 
der a current application from the 
Diocese of Lichfield. 

The proposal to shut the Gothic 
church built in 1837 is down to a lack 
of resources for building maintenance. 

However, Tipton Community Asso¬ 
ciation, Tipton Civic Society and St 
Paul’s Community Association have 
contacted the diocese about buying 
the church. 

Civic Society chairman Keith Hodg¬ 
kins said the joint venture could solve 
a problem faced by all three groups 
who do not have a large enough venue. 

He said: “There are two reasons be¬ 
hind this - to find a new use for the 
building; if it is closing we do not want 
to see it deteriorate and eventually 
disappear. 

“Then there is a need for large per¬ 
formance space for both the Tipton 
Community Association and St Paul’s 
Community Association. Both have 
bases which are now too small for their 
needs.” 

He added: “What we have done is 
make an expression of interest that 
we would be interested in acquiring 
the building. We now wait to hear back 
from the diocese.” 

Tipton Community Association is 
based at Brook Street Community 
Centre, while St Paul’s Community 
Association is located in Brick Kiln 
Street. 

Mr Hodgkins said the church, which 
already has its permanent pews re¬ 
moved, could provide a space for 
musical shows and plays as well as ex¬ 
hibitions and meetings. 


He said he hoped the church could 
still be used for religious services. He 
said: “So many people have memories 
of the church, it’d be a real shame for 
it to go.” 

Closure of the church was first 
raised three years after the retirement 
of the incumbent. 

Then, in the same year, it was dis¬ 
cussed at a public meeting. 

An interim minister was appointed 


to help with the potential closure. 

Under the plans, the congregation 
will be moved to St Matthews Church, 
also in Tipton. 

A spokesman for the diocese said: 

“There are plans to close St Mar¬ 
tin and St Paul in Tipton as part of 
a wider proposal to reorganise local 
parishes.” 

The consultation on the church clo¬ 
sure ends on September 24.

— Emmerson, 38, had called Mr Miah, 

5 from Tipton, over to his van in the 
early hours of March 17 after seeing 
him lurch dangerously in front of traf¬ 
fic, the week-long trial at Birmingham 
Crown Court had heard. 

The defendant was sober while Mr 
Miah was more than three times the 
drink-drive limit. Emmerson, of Kemp 
Road, Birmingham, admitted becom¬ 
ing annoyed with him for leaning into 
his van and asking for more alcohol. 
The judge said Emmerson could have 
resolved the situation by merely wind¬ 
ing up his window but instead he took 
Mr Miah on a 26-second terror ride 
from George Street, where he had 
been parked, into the High Street for 
more than 150 yards, driving through 
red traffic lights at Trinity Way where 
the victim fell. 

The court heard that Emmerson 
had a string of previous convictions. 
The worst being his conviction for 
arson in 2008 when he set fire to a 
car full of people by pouring petrol 
through the window and setting light 
to the vehicle using a blowtorch, leav¬ 
ing one passenger with life changing 
burns.

‘I’D urge parents to know where 
their children are, engage with them 
and look out for new items they may 
bring home such as phones, clothes 
or money.’ 

A warning to families from a Black Coun¬ 
try police sergeant as a new wave of child 
exploitation is emerging across the West 
Midlands. 

Dudley-based Sgt Cliff Tomkinson says he is 
aware of some children who have been targeted 
by drug gangs as part of criminal activity known 
as County Lines. 

In the West Midlands there are an estimated 
90 of the operations, which involve children car¬ 
rying out street deals on behalf of drug gangs 
looking to expand networks across the region. 

The youths are often left to operate from a 
stranger’s house taken over by the gang - a prac¬ 
tice known as cuckooing. 

The use of juveniles, Sgt Tomkinson says, is to 
evade police attention. 

Trafficking 

The warning comes as figures published last 
week show the number of children referred for 
human trafficking and slavery has almost dou¬ 
bled across the Black Country and Staffordshire. 

They show child referrals for the first six 
months of this year by Wolverhampton council 
totalled 18. 

Sandwell Council referred 17, Walsall 12, Staf¬ 
fordshire six and Dudley two. 

Nationally, most of the children are white 
British, and most are suspect victims of labour 
exploitation. 

They are referred to the UK Human Traffick¬ 
ing Centre which determines if they are a victim 
of human trafficking or slavery. 

The National Crime Agency, which publishes 
the figures, puts the increase partly down to 
the emergence of County Lines, an activity it 


described in March as a ‘national problem’. In a 
report, the agency said: “The exploitation of vul¬ 
nerable people is an essential aspect of county lines 
drugs supply. 

“The actual numbers of victims being exploited 
is difficult to assess due to a lack of sufficiently 
detailed intelligence, although we expect it to be 
significant.” 

Sgt Tomkinson said: “More children are being 
identified which is a good thing, but it’s distressing 


to think this is taking place. The children are cho¬ 
sen because they are less likely to be identified and 
the drug dealer cannot afford to be caught.” 

He added: “We need to look out for our young 
people, ensure they are safe and do not fall into the 
such traps.” 

Charities have been raising public awareness of 
County Lines. 

An NSPCC spokesman said: “It’s deeply worry¬ 
ing that children are being used to deliver drugs 


from cities to outlying suburban areas by 
organised gangs. 

“These young people are being coerced 
into taking huge risks, facing serious pun¬ 
ishments if caught with large amounts of 
drugs and the weapons they carry to protect 
themselves from other gangs. 

“Those involved in County Lines can 
often be too scared to seek the help they 
need to escape a life of gang violence which 
is why the NSPCC Helpline is such a vital 
service.” 

Crimestoppers ran a campaign on the 
issue in July and August. 

As part of a project called Fearless, the 
charity has a dedicated outreach worker in 
the West Midlands whose job it is to safe¬ 
guard children against sexual exploitation, 
cyber crime and weapon offences. 

The worker also deals with victims of 
County Lines. 

Stigma 

Pauline Hadley, Crimestoppers regional 
manager for West Midlands, said: “Over the 
past year our fearless outreach worker has 
seen and spoken with thousands of young 
people across the West Midlands. 

“Many of them are aware of crime around 
them, but find it difficult to overcome the 
stigma of 'snitching’. Often young people 
have information but don’t know where to 
turn to.” 

Crimestoppers has published a number 
of warning signs for people to look out for. 

They include seeing a child avoiding au¬ 
thority figures, a child unfamiliar with the 
local area and a child during schools hours 
or late at night along on public transport, in 
a High Street or at a shopping centre. 

Anyone wanting to report a child they 
suspect is a victim of slavery should call po¬ 
lice on 101, the NSPCC on 0808 8005000.

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Sky lantern 
ban move is 
put on hold 

PLANS to ban sky lanterns being set 
off in Sandwell have been delayed 
by a council boss. A policy looking to 
ban people setting off sky lanterns 
on council-owned land has been sent 
back to the drawing board following 
calls for heavier punishment. 

Councillor Elaine Costigan, cabinet 
member for public health and protec¬ 
tion, said that she was ‘not happy’ 
with the proposed policy and has 
asked for it to be redrawn. 

She asked for there to be a fine of 
up to £400 for those who ignore the 
policy when it comes into action. 

The debate on sky lanterns comes 
five years on from a fire at Jayplas Ltd 
in Smethwick where a single lantern 
destroyed the entire recycling plant. 

Councillor Costigan said: “There 
was a policy coming but I still was not 
happy with it. I think it is going to be 
October now. 

“The policy came to the table and 
should have been going through 
cabinet in September. But I was not 
happy with it. 

“I asked them to go back to the 
drawing board. We do need it, but it 
was a bland policy, and I said I can not 
take it to cabinet. 

“We need a £100 fine or a £400 fine 
in place. They will be going back to 
the drawing board and they will be 
bringing it back within the next cou¬ 
ple of weeks. These things take time.” 

Delays warning 
as road closes 

MOTORISTS are being warned of de¬ 
lays as a Wednesbury road has closed 
for more than a month. 

Ethelfleda Terrace shut for 24 
hours from Sunday while South Staffs 
Water carry out work in the area. 

The road is expected to reopen on 
October 5. 


Plaque to honour Darby 
brewing past unveiled 



The Stone Cross pub, West Bromwich 
I’LL drink to that! A blue 
plaque has been put up to 
honour legendary brew¬ 
er George Darby at the site 
of one of West Bromwich’s 
best-known pubs. 

Wood Lane Community Centre 
in Guns Village was once a bus¬ 
tling pub called the ‘Bush Inn’. 

Mr Darby began brewing on this site 
in 1871 and helped it become one of 
the most successful pubs in the town.

George’s son Charles also built 
Dunkirk Brewery nearby in 1902, be¬ 
hind Dunkirk Hall in Greets Green 
Road. Darby’s Brewers went on to run 
100 pubs. 

The original building, which is now 
the community centre was known as 
‘The Bush’, was rebuilt in the 1930s. 

Dunkirk Brewery closed in 1952, the 
last of the West Bromwich brewers to 
shut down. 

Local Historian, Terry Price, BEM 
was on hand to unveil the commem¬ 
orative honour, watched by Carol 


Hartill, secretary of the Friends of 
Dartmouth Park, and Greets Green 
Community Enterprises director Fajli 
Bibi. 

Mrs Hartill said: “As a part of the 
Heritage Lottery project, we want 
people to realise what a great industry 
we had in West Bromwich and brew¬ 
ing was one of them. A lot of buildings 
from that period still exist. Darby’s 
brewery had some wonderful build¬ 
ings. It’s to make people realise how 
important West Bromwich was.” 

Mrs Hartill, who received a Heritage 


Lottery grant to fund the plaque, said: 
“The plaque is on The Bush because 
that’s where they first started their 
brewing. We were very well received 
by the Wood Lane Community Centre 
and we had a fabulous day. 

“We drove down in an old circular 
bus, one that went around West Brom¬ 
wich in 1952, and we had a look at the 
old Darby buildings before we reached 
the business. People do remember the 
brewery and the old pubs. It’s ulti¬ 
mately to make people realise what we 
did in West Bromwich.”

Tumour survivor in 
praise of therapy

A WOMAN who survived a brain tumour 21 years ago 
has praised homeopathy for helping her recover.

Third of 
mothers 
not born 

in the UK 


AROUND one third of babies bom in some ar¬ 
eas of the Black Country have mothers born 
outside the UK, according to new figures. 

The Office of National Statistics (ONS) says last 
year 1,687 of the 4,696 births in Sandwell had non- 
UK mothers (35.9 per cent), while in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton it was 1,140 of the 3,537 births (32.2 per cent). 


The most common place 
of origin for mothers in both 
areas was the Middle East 
and Asia, making up 46 per 
cent of the group. 

In Walsall 23.7 per cent 
of babies had mothers who 
were not born in Britain 
(919 of the 3,876 births), 
and in Dudley the figure was 
14 per cent (517 of the 3,713 
births). 

Lowest 

In Staffordshire 11.5 per 
cent of births (980) were 
to non-EU mothers - way 
below the England and 
Wales record average of 28.4 
per cent. 

South Staffordshire had 
one of the lowest rates of 
children born to foreign 
mothers in the country, at 
3.7 per cent.

born mothers include those 
who moved to the UK as 
children and have lived 
there most of their lives, as 
well as those who have re¬ 
cently migrated. 

Analysis of the Annual 
Population Survey by the 
Migration Observatory at 
the University of Oxford 
found that there is a higher 
proportion of migrants 
among people of childbear¬ 
ing age. 

In 2017, 28 per cent of 
30 to 39-year-olds were not 
born in the UK - compared 
with 14 per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation overall. 

The observatory also re¬ 
ported that 62 per cent of 
foreign-born residents have 
been in the country for more 
than 10 years.

Mention Kia until just a short few months ago, and 
most people would have thought of well-priced cars 
from the supermini sector to SUVs. A few might think 
of the more upmarket but low selling Optima saloon. 

Fewer still would associate the Korean manufacturer 
with a premium Grand Tourer-that is until now. 

The sensational Stinger hit our roads earlier this year 
taking Kia into the realms of the premium sector. The 
marque has brought back the age of beautiful and 
elegant high-performance gran turismo cars with the 
Stinger, the most adventurous model in Kia’s history. 

And it is extremely well-priced when put up against the 
opposition. Tons more kit than the German marques for 
several thousands of pounds less. Let’s hope the badge 
snobs can appreciate the Stinger and Kia can persuade 
buyers to look for quality and value rather than what they 
believe to be the ‘badge’ to be seen with.

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Facelift for Hyundai's i20 



The i20 is Hyundai’s combatant in 
the viciously competitive B-segment, 
where manufacturers battle it out with 
superminis that sell in huge numbers. 

It’s been a decade since Hyundai 
launched the underwhelming first- 
generation i20 into the market and four 
years since the second-generation model 
came along to render it obsolete. 

Now, the South Korean brand has given 
the i20 a facelift in the hope of driving more 
sales. The most obvious change to the i20 
is its exterior styling. At the front of the car, 
the bumper has been updated and a new 
cascading grille has been added. 

The back bumper has also been 
changed, while the rear lights have 
been re-designed with a more dynamic 
aesthetic. 

Also notable is the new range of Hyundai 
SmartSense driver assistance features, 
such as lane departure warning, lane¬ 
keeping assist, autonomous emergency 
braking, driver attention alert and high 
beam assist. 

The i20 is available with a choice of two 
petrol engines. The first is a 1.2-litre unit, 
which can either produce 74bhp or 83bhp. 
Both versions of this engine come with a 
five-speed manual gearbox. 

The second choice of engine is a 1.0-litre 
T-GDI. The 98bhp version is available 
with a five-speed manual or seven-speed 
dual-clutch automatic transmission. On the 
other hand, the 118bhp option comes with 
a six-speed manual gearbox. 

Our test car was fitted with the 98bhp 
version of the 1.0-litre turbocharged 
engine and the seven-speed dual-clutch 
transmission. While the engine had 
perfectly adequate punch for a supermini 


such as the i20, the automatic gearbox 
really let the car down a little as it struggled 
to keep up and didn’t change up until 
around 6,250rpm at full throttle. 

There’s not too much wrong with the 
way the i20 drives. One area that could do 
with improvement is the steering, which - 
as with many other Hyundai models - is 
overly light. 

In contrast, one area the i20 wins 
points on is its ride comfort. The car 
absorbs bumps impressively in the road 
at any speed, which contributes to a 
smooth driving experience. This makes a 
refreshing change from all the models out 
there with unnecessarily harsh suspension. 


Despite the weightless steering, the i20 
doesn’t seem to have any problem coping 
in the corners. The car holds the road 
well and feels fairly refined, even at higher 
speeds. 

There’s no getting away from the fact that 
the new i20 doesn’t look much different 
from the pre-facelift model. The most 
noticeable updates are the new rear lights, 
which help give the car a more dynamic 
look. 

In terms of colour, there are three new 
paints available on the facelifted i20 - 
Tomato Red, Champion Blue and Clean 
Slate. They sit alongside the already 
existing shades of Passion Red, Sleek 


Silver, Stardust Grey, Polar White and 
Phantom Black. 

The build quality of the i20 isn’t top notch. 
Despite being quite a high specification 
example, our test car had a lot of scratchy 
plastics throughout the cabin and featured 
some unattractive trim pieces that had 
come straight out of the comparatively 
budget ilO. 

That said, everything functions perfectly 
well. A highlight is the seven-inch 
touchscreen infotainment system, which 
is very intuitive and user friendly, and adds 
a touch of class to the interior. Something 
the i20’s interior really has going for it is 
space. Not only is there ample legroom 
and headroom in both the front and back 
seats, but the car also has a 301-litre boot 
with a removable floor. 

It almost goes without saying that price 
is the category where a Hyundai should 
dominate the field, but the i20 is a bit of a 
mixed picture. 

The basic S Connect model costs 
£13,955, which buys you air conditioning, 
a seven-inch touchscreen infotainment 
system and DAB radio. Paying £15,495 for 
the SE model adds front fog lights, an extra 
pair of audio speakers and the full range 
of Hyundai SmartSense driver assistance 
features. 

The Premium Nav specification starts at 
£16,245 and includes 16-inch alloy wheels, 
climate control and satellite navigation. Our 
test car was at the top end of this trim level, 
costing £18,945. 

Finally, the top-spec Premium SE Nav 
trim level starts at £17,295 and comes with 
chrome exterior door handles, a sunroof 
and a grey dedicated radiator grille.

Cox declares after an 
innings to remember 


IT HAS spanned five decades, more than 
850 matches, included countless silver¬ 
ware and involved some of the most fa¬ 
mous names in cricket. 

Now, 44 years after making his debut at the 
age of 12, Richard Cox has decided to declare 
his Birmingham League playing career fin¬ 
ished. 

Cox, who was the league’s longest-serving player, 
took to the field for the final time recently for a sec¬ 
ond XI match between Halesowen and West Brom¬ 
wich Dartmouth, the two clubs with whom he hoisted 
a host of trophies. 

“It felt like now is the right time. You can’t go on 
forever,” said Cox. “There are a number of factors. 
I had a pretty nasty car accident last winter and 50 
overs in the field was already becoming quite a strain. 

“I’d noted when this fixture was scheduled when 
I’d made up my mind. I didn’t say anything about 
it. I guess I just wanted to go out on my own terms.” 

Passion 

Cricket has been a 24-7 existence for Cox, both as a 
player and in the many roles he has held as an admin¬ 
istrator. But the sport has been less a hobby, or even 
a job - and more a religion. 

The passion he holds for the game still burns as 
brightly as it did when he first set foot inside Edgbas- 
ton cricket ground as a seven-year-old boy. 

Cox’s father Trevor, who both played and umpired, 
was a major influence. “It was dad who got me into 
it, he just loved the game,” he said. “I’ve often asked 
why I’ve played for so long. I’m guessing most people, 
having worked in the sport from Monday to Friday, 
would want their weekends off. 

“But it’s because my father ingrained in me this 
deep love for the game, which will be with me until 
I’m no longer here. The Birmingham League has and 
always will be part of my world. 

“When I was a young boy I lived for it. I couldn’t 
wait to get the Express & Star on a Monday night to 
read the reports and scorecards - and then the Friday 
edition for all the previews. It was a religion to me.” 

Cox made his first forays as a youth player with 
south Birmingham club Old Edwardians, before 
making the move to Dartmouth, where he made his

league bow in a second XI clash with Warwickshire 
Colts. “It was a case of being in the right place at the 
right time,” he said. “Someone dropped out and I was 
called up.” 

Cox would go on to spend the next 25 years at 
Sand well Park, 10 as captain of the first XI. After a 
season at Harborne, he then began an 18-year stint at 
Halesowen, where he captained the team to the 2002 
Premier Division title in remarkable circumstances. 

“I remember being called up on the Friday by David 
Manning, the club’s head of cricket,” recalls Cox. “He 
said: ‘We are 18 points off the relegation zone and 
sinking fast. I need you to take over the captaincy and 
try and keep us up.’ Five weeks and six games later 
we’d won the league! ” 

Cox had already tasted league glory at Dartmouth 
nine years previously, while he was part of the team 
which won the knockout cup six years on the spin 
and reached the National Knockout final at Lord’s in 
1993, where they lost to league rivals Old Hill. 

What sticks out above the trophies, however, are 
the endless anecdotes and memories. 

In 1999, Cox was part of the Dartmouth team 
which played Smethwick when Wasim Akram, then 
Pakistan captain, made his debut in front of 3,000 
spectators. He was at the non-striker’s end when 
Akram delivered the ball which left team-mate Rob¬ 
ert Fenton with a broken jaw. 

“I spent a week with the bowling machine at Edg- 
baston cranked up to 90mph to give myself a chance,” 
Cox recalls. “But nothing compared to facing him in 
real life - he came round the wicket from behind the 
umpire often with the ball covered up by his right 


hand in the run up so you couldn’t detect which way 
it would swing. It was a guessing game. 

“He then resorted to bouncing people. Robert had 
his jaw broken and I think his toe as well. It was an 
honour to be out there.” 

Cox counts his match-saving 44 not out, compiled 
over more than 40 overs in the middle, as among his 
most memorable innings, along with an unbeaten 
55 for the league select XI against a Warwickshire 
attack featuring Allan Donald, Gladstone Small and 
Tim Munton. 

He’s had some illustrious team-mates too. Cox re¬ 
gards former Zimbabwe Test stars Dave Houghton 
and Andy Flower as the best two he ever played 
alongside. 

Flower, Dartmouth’s overseas player in 1994 and 
1995, went on to manage and coach England. 

“Andy was one of the great innovators,” says Cox. 
“I have never known a player prepared to be so hard 
on themselves. He was relentless in his pursuit of suc¬ 
cess. I’ve been lucky to have played alongside some 
fantastic cricketers. There are simply too many to 
mention, so many unsung heroes. 

Glorious 

“The late 1980s and early 1990s, in particular, was 
a glorious time to be involved in Birmingham League 
cricket. The competition was fierce but played in the 
right manner. You had so many good overseas players 
and county players.” 

It isn’t merely on the field Cox has left an impres¬ 
sion. His career off the field would make a decent 
book in itself. 

Currently the head of West Midlands region for the 
ECB, a role in which he oversees five county boards, 
his previous jobs have included academy manager at 
Warwickshire, general manager of Shropshire, while 
he even had a stint as chief executive of the Nether¬ 
lands cricket. 

“There’s an old saying if you can find a job which is 
your hobby, you’ll never work a day in your life,” adds 
Cox. “I guess that sums it up for me. 

“My current job with the ECB is based at Edgbas- 
ton. I still drive in through the gates every morning 
with the same enthusiasm I had as a seven-year-old 
boy, walking through them for the first time. I’m still 
in awe of the place.”

Transition 

Staff recognise that any transition can be an 
anxious time and this is never truer than when
